SAVING THE BIRDS,
AND CITIZENSHIP

Bird Club Often the Chief Factor in
Starting a Town on a New Path
of Progress—Enemies of Feath-
ered Folk and Conservation

WRITER an birds recently came to the
sad pass of having to admit publicly and
in cold type that he had made a mistake.
He found he had been speaking of “blrd cluba™
all along in his artleles, whereas he ought to
have callpd about half of these “ornithologieal
soclaties,” “Phe difference was, he explained,
that the members of the bird clubs were bird
lovers and the members of ornithologieal nocle-
tles ware bird students. When he had gotten
that far a lot of the ornithologlists came down
on him llke a ton of bricks,
‘Aren't we lovers of birds? erled they,
threataningly. *“Just because A man studiea a
bird does that make him hate 1t?*

8o, blushingly, the writer had to admit that
bird students wore bird lovers, ton., As n
matter of fact, ns far as sentiments concerning
the conservation of bird life, always an upper-
most {dea among friends of the feathered folk
at this time of the year, are concerned, thare
Isn't u particle of difference betweon bird
lovers and students. Many a lover knowa the
sclentific names of the birds, and & true bird
sclentist was never known to shoot one. No
one aver learnad anything except marksman-
ship by shooting a blrd.

‘Where Birds Are Slaughtered

Considering the huge Increase In the num-
ber of bird clubs throughout the country In
recent years, It ls surprising to learn that
there Is still & reglon in the United States
where birds ars wantonly simnin. This dari
patch on the mnp in Florida. The State did
astablish & game wardenship several years
ago, but unfortunately the gnme wurden found
that ha had to prosecuts a rich man, and so
several rich men had the office of game wir-
den abolished. Bo the Seminole Indians of the
BEvergladas and the “poor whites"” who hrunt
the Bigx Cypreas continue to slaughter the
egrets for the nine poor dollars they get for
the plumes of each bird they bring in.

The Natlonal Assoolation of Audubon Bocle-
ties, In combating this ornithocidal mania,
puts most of ita faith for the future in educa-
tional propaganda, which consists largely In
trying to persunds the heartless ladies that
they ought not to buy "algrettes.” But while
they are walting for all the valn ladies to
got converted to tenderheartedness, they are
also using practieal methods to limit the
actual number of crimes, for $9 looks big 4o
poor folk in Florida. The assoclation pays
guards to protect the nesting colonies of the
birds againat ralds, but as it has recently
pointed out, 1£ &he guards wers withdrawn for
g single season the accumulated results of
years af protection would he swept away by
the plume hunters. It has happened that
there wns no monay to pey & guard for a
time, and a great and immedigte Increase In
the number of birds slain was noticed

Thuas it has reaulted that the most atriking
forms of Florida's bird life are all but swept
away, The habit of neglecting to conserve
has permeatad her citizenry; her magnificent

<pine forests are utterly destroyed for lumber

and turpentine, aand now the lakes are belng
oleared of fleh by a new, highly eMclent and
diabolical trap, There has been some talk of
Inte that the beautiful white egrets are In-
creasiug rapidly, despite the murders, but this
is denlad, “Milllons™ of tham are sald to have
been seen, but bird lovers say that the psrsons
who report large flocks of them confuse them
with the whits (bis and the young of the lttle
blus heron.

But they are uncon-
nected and thelr efforts are scattered, What
the organizing spivits among them are
working for Is n network of closely bound
together clubs rather than the present inde-
pendent organigationa, But these cluba have
dona n groat deal for their communities, and
In fact the bold eclaim is made that some
towns have made great advances along the
rond of progress in every phase of actlvity
for which the original impetus was given
wolely by a bird elub.

Birds and Citizenship

The way thls process works |s something
in thia wise: Severnl persona start a bhird
club, It is small at first and galns 1ts mem-
bership mostly from the children, The chils
dren sot to work making bird houses. This
fosters a skill in carpentering and s it makes
the children happy and keeps them Intar-
ested the older people naturally become In-
torested, too. Thera must be some place to
put the complated bird houkes, 8o A sanctuary
on the outskirts of the town {8 establighed;
the club seos that no cats are tolarated thers,
nor guns, nor slungshots. By this timea
it Ia suggested to have bird wilkas In the
woods and flelds and along streams; trees are
planted, shrubs, hedges and fountains and bird
baths are bullt.

This soon sets many persons who care
nothing for birds thinking of the “Town
Heautiful” and an impetus s given to the
elearing of space for new parks. Meanwhile
the bird club has organized a small lbrary,
Thia library becomos o centre to which bird
gclontists ure invited for speechea. Soon the
town feels that it ought to have a better
librayy not only for bird lore, but for gen-
eral subjects. And If a lecturer on birds is
invited, why not lecturers on other subjeots?

Presently, from thls one source, the love
of birds, expressed by a fow devoted souls in
A most humble beginning, perhaps by one
school teacher, working at first alons, are
produced a score of activities which mll con-
verge to mnke that town a better place to
live in—which ralse the standard of cltizen-
ship in all lines. And this has happened in
more than one American town.
